Artificial Foods 


German Chemists Are Now Finding, 
Outlets For Their Energies 

Sometuing instructive regaraing the 
State of ailairs in Germauy aways 
may be learned by a study of the ad- 
vertuisements in a widely cidculated 
newcpaper like the Berliner ‘Lugeviact, 

Taking them as they come: Here a 
wWhoiesae dealer in Fraukiort-on-Main 
Wants large consignments ot wooden 
boot soles. He will pay cash for im- 
mediate delivery. ‘The presumption is 
that leather soles are growing scarce. 

The number cf substitutes (ersatz) 
that are oftered for sale is surprising. 
Artificial jam and marmalace are fre- 
quently advertised. A chemical fac- 
tory in Dresden offers to supply tit- 
teen tons of the stult every Week and 
seeks travellers to push it. But one is 
not told what the artificial jam is, 

A substitute for whipped cream is 
}advertised by another chemical fac- 
tory in Berlin, The sale cf the real 
{cream is forbidden, and this enter- 
prising chemist states that his ‘goods’ 
nave been tried in one of the largest. 
and best cafes in Berlin “with pbril- 
liant success.” He a..irms there is 
neither cream, milk or butter in his 
preparation, no chemicals, only pure, 

sal products. The manufacture 
of it is “surprisingly simple and much. 
; cheaper than cream.” He is doing a 
roaring business, he*says, in cates, 
hotels and restaurants and bakeries. 

When the war began beans roasted. 
in a certain way wtih coitee were 
largely used as a substitute for cof- 
(fee. Making a virtue of necessity, the 
German dealers told how neurotic: 
j}persons might drink a decoction of: 
bean coffee without ill effects. Now 
they have a substitute for bean coffee 
—beans being no longer procurable— 
called “Krieg-kornfranck,” highly re- 
commende as “going far” and being 
very cheap. “It is incumbent on us 
all to. be econ’ mical,” says the ad- 
vertiser, 

“Gonda"” cheese, made of skimmed 
milk, is a substitute for real cheese, 
One dealer adverticed fifty tons of it. 
It is “excellent for working people and 
the poorer classes generally, as it has 
quite a cheesy taste.” A substitute for- 
} oil for polishing floors is not oil at all, 
but gives a high polish, The same 
dealer advertises substitutes for gly- 
cerine and otner household oils. 

One of the most pathetic of all ad- 
vertisements is the cheap substituter 
|for beer. And yet this is what “Kul- 
met" professes to be. There is no 
alcohol in it. It has a pleasant remin-- 
iscent taste of malt and is the co.or 
of the best Munich beer. When pour- 
ed out it produces a beautiful white: 
froti and “has already been sold im 
quantities to military canteens, hos 
pitals and jails, also to military pris- 
oners’ camps, where it is highly es- 
teemed,” 

String and cord in large quanti- 
ties, made of paper, are extensively 
jadvertised, There is no more nemp: 
or jute, And it is said of this paper 
cord that it is strong enough fo: tying 
up packages and for the ordinary pur- 
poses of the shopkeeper. The manu- 
facturers also miake pack ng canvas 
| from paper, “which is easily handled 
land very cheap.” 

“Milk food" is advertised very large-~ 
/ly. Whatever it may be, it is said to 
|}have been invented for the use of 
prisoners of war, and that an entire 
hundredweight may be had for $20, 
while a pound ‘s enough to satisfy 
four to six men. Another class of the 
commenity for wh.ch “milk food" is 
recommended is “the haif million 
Russian hurvestmen who have been 
detained in Eastern Germany since 
the outbreak of war”

A bulletin on fall cultivation for 
Weed coutrol has been issued by Pro- 
fessor Harrison, of the Manitoba Agri- 
cuitural college, 

“Understanu the habit of the weed | 
and apply cultivation that will be 
most eliective,” he says. 

“Por animal weeds, 
oats, surface cultivation in the fall,

Strength of German Armies 


Estimated That German Forces Are 
Over Four and a Quarter 
Millions 
One hint towards an approximation 
of the strength of the German armies 
in the field is supplied by the Berliner 
Tageblatt, which now does not print 
individual nanies in the casualty lists, 
but simply mentions tne regiments 
which have sustained casualties, the 
sesliuens being .dentified by number. 
Thus the Tageblatt refers to the 36yth 
Poguuent of reguiar intantry, the 271st 
fegsment of reserve, the 99th regi- 
ment of Landwehr, etc. There may be 
a few more than 369 reg.ments of 1e- 
serve, but assuming that the highest 
given number represents the total, 
and adding up tue various classes, 
such as Prussian Guard, Infantry, In- 


fantry Reserve, Ersatz, Ersatz Re- 
serve, Lanwehr, Landwehr Ersatz, 


ate., the latest Tageblatt enumeration 
would give the number of Prussian in- 
tantiy reg.ments now on service as 
u30. The cavalry lists fould indicate 
77 regiments, the field artillery 2: 
regiments, and the heavy artillery 38 
regiments. 

If we assume maintenance of the 
full regimental strength of about 3,- 
v00 tor the infantry regiment, 900 for 
the cavalry, 1,000 for field artillery, 


and 1,500 for heavy artillery, we gat 
the following figures: Infantry, 2,8uv,- 


Ou0 men; Cavairy, 70,000; fle.d artil- 
lery, 294,000; heavy artillery, 60,000; 
or a total of 3,225,000 men, It we sup- 
pose that the subs.diary service, such 
as pioneers, telegraph and train, have 
multiplie¢ in anything jike the same 
ratio from a peace footing, we must 
add at least 300,000 men more, or 3,- 
525,000 men in all. On the other hand, 
n this calculation there are included 
egiments of Landsturm, Since the 

igeblatt gives the casualties for only 
two Landsturm regiments, the $th and 
che 109th, it seems certain that near- 
y all of the Landsturm is engaged on 
duty in the interior of the country, 
Making the subtraction, we get bick 
to about three and a quarter millions 
ag the number of Prussians engaged 
on both fronts, But inasmuch as the 
Prussian forces do not constitute 
more than three-quarters of the 
armies of the empire, the total Ger- 
man forces would thus be well over 
four and a quarter millions. A very 
rough approximation where only ap- 
proximations are possiblee—New York 
Evening Post. 


Canadian F.our for So!diers 


Will be Used Exciusively by Domin- 
ion Troops in England 

Canadian soldiers in bugiand are 
hereaiter to eat bread baned exciu- 
sively from Canadian flour by the 
bakers ol the Canadian army service 
corps, On YrecOuimWendalion of Col, 
\ucaray, head of that branch of tue 
Canadian service in Iengiand, the min- 
ister of miiitia is arranging for send- 
ing Over with the transporis some two 
million pounds of Canadian flour 
every three months. That is the esti- 
mated amount required tor the men 
uow in ingiand, Similar arrange- 
ments also are to be made for suppy- 
ing Canadian oats direct to the army 
service corps for the use of the horses 
in the Canadian camps of England. 
At present flour ig being bought in 
Engiand for the Canad.ans at $8.10 
per barrel. By shipping direct from 
Canada upon the transports it is be- 
iieved that a better price can be se- 
cured by the government and possibly 
a better quality of flour,

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Crawl to Freedom 
From German Camp 


Two British Prisoners of War Cu 

Barbed Wire and Flee at Night 

An interesting account of the es- 
cape from Germany of two prisoners 
of war, one a sergeant and the other 
a private of a Brit.sh light infantry 
regiment, has just come to light 
through the audience granted by the 
king at Buckingham Palace to Ser- 
geant Birley and Private Haworth. 

King George personally questionea 
the two soldiers at great length re- 
garding their escape. The story told 
by Sergeant Birley wag particularly 
interesting: 

“It took us just four days and five 
nights to get free of German soil af- 
ter we had once broken out of our 
prison at Westphalia,” the sergeant 
said, “I went to the front with my 
regiment, the 1st Gloucesters, as soon 
as the war broke out, and was cap- 
tured on October 9, 1914, near Ypres, 
On the way to the prison camp in 
Westphalia we were pretty roughly 
treated. One night fifty-three of us 
were locked in a church and had no- 
thing to eat for more than twenty- 
four hours, At last they emptied a 
basket of mouldy bread onto the floor 
and left us a bucket of water, During 
the train juorney fifty-three of us 
were crammed into a closed railway 
van for fifty-six hours. Only once were 
we allowed to get out, and that for a 
few minutes. For tood we had some 
scraps of bread. 

“At the camp I made several plans 
for escaping, but never got a favor- 
able opportunity. I manuged to get 
myself transferred to another camp 
and there began to make my plans 
which have succeeded so well. 


“It was not an easy matter. The 


!

camp was, of course, surrounded by, 


high barbed wire fencing. On each of 
its four fronts a sentry was posted 
and at night four powerful acetylene 
lamps lighted up the whole of the 
camp. 

“The great night came, We waited 
till one of the sentrieg had his back 
turned, and then wriggled on our 
stomachs to the fencing. I then man- 
aged to sever one strand of the fence 
and, to my mind, the tang of it made 
the greatest noise I’ve ever heard. 
But the sentry walked on. With beat- 
ing heart | snapped the second strand. 
That made an awful noise. Still the 
sentry walked on. Then we crawled 
out, free men. I am glad we out- 
witted that sentry, as he had caused 
us a lot of trouble. 

“We had to crawl for 100 yards be- 
fore we could get’any sort of sheiter, 
and then we moved away as quickly 
as we could in the circumstances, 
During the night a compass which I 
had was a real friend, 

“The only food we had was a few 
viscuits and a little chocolate. When- 
ever We came near a farm the watch 
dogs barked. In the nights that fol- 
lowed the dogs Slways smelt us when 
we were stealing apples in the orch- 
ards. For three days we had no other 
‘ood but apples. 

“It wasn't safe to travel by day. Al- 
though we had plenty of tobacco, I 
had laid it down that there was to be 
no smoking day or night until we 
were out of the country. The smell of 
“ngiish tobacco might easily put an 
inquisitive German on our track, 

“When we actually crossed the 
frontier into Holland, so cramped 
with sleeping out in the wet and our 
“eet swollen and bleeding we could 
vardly stand, The first Dutch farm- 
house was a godsend.”

Its cities 
grew, and, in spite of the passing blow 
to the cotton miils, its manufacturers 
jeveloped. Canada has lent valuable 
support to the empire so that its name 
s blessed in England at is has never 
oveen betore; and at the same time it 
as learned its own strength.

Why Labor is Opposed 
‘Lo Compulsion 


Fight Against Conscription is an 
Economic One 
Labor troubies in tngland save 


been much exaggerated by the press 
and by others whose motives are 
economic and not patriotic, according 
«0 Ernest bevin abd Charles Ammon, 
fraternal delegates of the Biitish 
trades conference, to the annual con- 
-enuuon of tue American federation 
of Labor, held in San Francisco. 

“Laboring men of England affiliated 
with the various unions ure tirmiy op- 
posed to conscription,” said Mr, Bevin. 
‘We are now enlisting as fast as 
exeinptions from military service will 
permit, and insinuations that we are 
not loyal to the government are re- 
sented. Under the law employees ot 
the railroads, docks, telegraph, trans- 
port and postal services are exempt 
(rom military service, as well as all 
employees of the munition works. The 
number of men thus employed in 
mngiand can be safely placed at about 
1,000,000, If conscription comes to 
pass the government would not be 
able to add to the army more than 
60,000 men without crippling indus- 
trial conditions, 

“Under the present volunteer sys- 
tem We are adding men to the forces 
for field duty faster than they can be 
equipped, 

“Our fight against conscription is 
an economic one, having in view pos- 
sible conditions that will exist after 
the war is over. What we have now 
represents more than a hundred 
years of concerted action and work, 
and to ask us to give up these condi- 
tions and accept conscription is ask- 
ing more than is required of landlords 
and manufacturers,” 

Mr. Bevin also” said that labor 
unions were not opposed to women 
tuking positions previously held by 
men in industrial pursuits. 

“All that we ask is that women be 
not introduced into factories and rail- 
way work at less pay than is accorded 
to men, In most of the factories where 
women are now employed they are 
veing trained under the direction of 
our members, the only provision being 
that they go in at pay that is the mini- 
mum accorded to men under the same 
conditions. Under thc condition of 
suffrage I believe’ the condition in 
England is the same as that exists 
imong trades unions in the United 
States, and I am free to say the 
voman's vote is sure to come.”

You cun't swear away the existence 
of the small town retailer by saying 
that he is a parasite, that he charges 


too much for everything, and that's 
why the money is sent away! ‘That! 
story is fossilized. Competition is 


too keen for the retail mercuant to go 
on, year in year out, overcharging his | 
customers, He couldn't do it and sur- 
vive. Retailers may nave their tauits, | 
but they can’t go against economic 
laws and last. ‘Lhere is nothing mys- 
terious in mail order competition, It's 
simply a cause of a far-away firm try- 
ing to get your money—and doing it if 
you give them chance, ‘Ihe success ot | 
the 1.0, concern in any territory de- 
pends largey upon the kind of retail 
wierchants it is up aguinst—and every 
year it is going against a better class 
of men, Youli tind them most often 
in the sections Where cataiog houses 
don't Waste money 1D shipping in their 
catalogs. 

There Is a new type of retail mer- 
chant being developed. He realizes 
that the reason why so many peopie 
sent away for goous Wag simpiy be- 
cause they were not aware that the 
socal store carried them. So he ad- 
vertises consistenity and lets his pat- 
rons know exactly what service he 
has to offer. In the past you often 
took it for granted that the local store 
iid not keep this or that, so you sent 
away for the goods when you coud 
nave simply stepped into the store in- 
stead of tne post office. 

And the new type of retailer real- 
izes the necessity of diversifying his 
stock, His territory is limited, but so | 
are the demands on him. He buys in 
small lots and buys often; he keeps 
himself informed as to new lines, and 
ne is more anxigus to carry an attrac- 
tive variety than a large stock, But 
he can usually meet ail the demand 
chat exists locally. 

Thig question of variety is a great 
factor in the small store. Ask your 
wife why she likes to shop in a large 
city store, and she will tell you that it 

Lt because she can get there the 
actual necessities of life cheaper or 
of better quality than at home, but 
that she finds novelties, little acces- 
sories and convenient new things 
which she requires. 

In one mail order mad community 
a hardware dealer effected a partial | 
cure as follows: He ordered a stove, 
rom a catalog house that gleaned 
ots of money from that territory.
